Oldest Dwelling In This Section 


Falls Prey To Flames Sat- 


urday Nigtit 


A fire originating in the'kitchen of 


he farm home of M. McEachin at 
he jifnclion of the Wisconsin and 
'elican rivers just at the limits of 
he city, Saturday night at a few 
minutes before eleven o'clock caus- 
ed a total loss of the building and a 
good share of the contents. 
The destruction of this home're- 
moves one of the oldest buildings oc- 
cupied as a dwelling bouse in this 
sectton of the slale. A portion of the 
>uilding contained the old log house 
milt by John (1 Quran, soon after 
he Civil war days, wh'en he made 
:he journey north 
from 
Stevens 


?oint through an almost unbroken 
•wilderness, homesteaded this land 
from the government anil establish- 
ed a trading post with the Indians 
and conducted what in those days 
•was referred 
to as a "half way 
house" for the overland travelers on 
Ihe military road 
which passed 
through the site which this city now 
occupies and on through.to the Ea- 
gle chain of lakes and to Lake Su- 
perior. In the early 70's when the 
dam was built on the river here the 
men working on its construction 
were sheltered and fed at the Curran 
home. After Fihinelander was plat- 
ted in 1882 tbe home was enlarged 
and to all outward signs the log 
house was lost to view but it .was 
made a part of the spacious and up- 
to-date farm home occupied for so 
many years-by Mr. Curran and his 
estimable family up to the time ol 
its sale and the removal of the Cur- 
rani to Washington. 


The house was one of the build- 
ings badly damaged by the cyclone 
four years ago, but was rebuilt al 
that time. The fire Saturday night 
made a brilliant display in the skyt 
but fortunately no wind was blowing 
and it was confined to the one build- 
ing, the large barn but a short dis- 
tance from it not being damaged in 
any way. Insurance to the amount 
of $2,000 in companies represented 
by the Barnes-Weesner agency wa; 
carried on the property. This COTC^ 
about fifty percent of the loss sus- 
tained by Mr. McEachin.

Oliver Harris, Aged 16, Victim 


Of Sad Tradgedy Near 


Enterprise 


Oneida county's first fatal hunting 


accident of the 1915 season occurred 
Thursday last near Enterprise when 
a sixteen year old boy, Oliver Har- 
ris, was shot and killed by Dennis 
Sparks, a hunting companion. 
From the Crandon Republican is 


taken tbe following account of the 
tragedy; 


Oliver Harris, sixteen years 
old, 


was accidentally shot 
by Denny 
Sparks and almost instantly killed 
near Enterprise, Thursday. 
• When the fatality occurred 
the 
two young men were with Harris' 
father and several other hunters.

is done in much less time. The phy- 
sically defective then,

months or more of work besides 
keeping back the pupils associated 
with them. In other words they are 
drags in their classes. A large per- 
cent of these defects are curable 
Among curable defects are bad leelh 
defective vision, adenoids, ear-trou- 
ble and malnutrition. 
The speaker said that the effec 


of bad teeth is worse on the systen 
than alcohol, though he condemnex 
the use of Ihe latter. Decayed teeth 
i cause infection, resulting in the dis 
[arrangement of the entire body.The> 
! cause bad digestion and therefor 
bad nutrition. Few realize the im 
portance of sound teeth. 


Defective eye sighlness causes 


severe headaches and oflen nausea, 
flie child labors under great disad- 
vantages. Aside from his own suf- 
fering physically, he drags behind 
in Ihe class and takes more than his 
share of the time.

Personally, I am convinced that 
very palient suffering from tuber- 
culosis should, if at all possible (and 
t is usually possible for an individ- 
al patient), be treated in a tubercu- 
osis sanatorium. The chances of re- 
xrvery are seldom so good under 
ny other conditions. If, therefore, 
rrangements can be made to have 
he patient enter a sanatorium, you 
will do best for the patient, for the 
warders, and for your own family. 
Concerning the second and alter- 


native phase-of the problem, it is 
not at all impossibe for well people 
olive in fairly close contact with 
consumptives without serious dan- 
ger to their health. II ii being done 
every day in the sanatoria. In your 
iroblem of safeguarding the board- 
ers, the greatest demand is for the 
patient to be furnished with separ- 
ate dishes which should b« washed 
and handled separately from those 
used by the family and boarders. A 
practical suggestion for private fam- 
ilies U offered by. sanatoria which 
use dishes of different pattern for 
patients than that of dishes used for 
those cot suffering from the disease. 
This makes accidental mixing al 
most impossible.

Preventing tuberculosis requires 
more intelligent vigilance than pro- 
found knowledge because there is 
but one source of danger in pnlmon 
ary consumption and that is In th 
discharges from the patient's lungs. 
Bat there are many possible wayi 
In which a person who Is in clos 
contact with ft patient can get th 


germs of the disease in his system 
during a twenty-four hour day. Here 
are a few of the most -important 
warnings: 
Don't shake hands with a con- 


sumptive. 
Don't kiss a consumptive. 
Don't drink from his glass. 
Don't 
handle bedding, papers, 
cloths, etc, without 
thoroughly 


washing" hands afterwards and pos- 
' sibly rinsing them in alcohol.

The relative Value of potatoes and 


corn as feed for hogs, obtained, la a 
est at the Wisconsin station, teilT«a 
as follows: 
Four hundred pounds cornmeal fed 


alone produced 100 pounds gain; IS! 
pounds commeal with 78* pounds ol 
potatoes, weighed before cooking, pro- 
duced the same number of pounds 
gala. 
Professor Henry who conducted thi' 


experiments, says: "From this w« 
learn that 78* pounds ot potatoes 
when fed to pigs after being cooked. 
effected "a saving of ITS pounds ot 
cornmeal, 442 pounds of potatoes tak- 
ing the place of 100 pounds of cam- 
meal." " 


Professor Henry In his book 'Feeds 


and Feeding" also says that the Cop- 
enhagen station found. 400 pounds ol 
cooked potatoes equal to 100 pounds 
of mixed grains for iwtnel

district. The teachers eligible to 
bonuses must file applications with 
their ' county superintendent 
of 
schools, who must approve them and 
certify them to the state authorities. 
The money will be paid to the teach- 
ers at the end of the present school 
year. Teachers \vho~are now teach- 
ing their second term in the same 
school are entitled to six dollars a 
month, four years or more, eight 
dollars a month.
